All  reports  and  communications 
relative  to  shipments  of  meat  food  products  and  live  stock  should  be  addressed  to 
Doctor  Cloud,  who  has  charge  of  those  lines  of  work  at  Louisville.  Doctor  Burne- 
son' s  assignment  to  Louisville  is  of  a  temporary  nature  and  relates  only  to  the  special 
work  above  mentioned. 


INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Artificial  Coloring  of  Sausages,  etc. 

[File  No.  75.] 

By  referring  to  Service  Announcements,  April  15,  1909,  page  31,  inspectors  will  see 
that  instructions  are  given  regarding  the  coloring  of  casings.  The  application  of  the 
permitted  colors  to  sausage  casings  or  other  casings  is  permitted  provided  the  char- 
acter of  the  casing  is  such  that  the  color  will  not  penetrate  into  the  meat  food  prod- 
uct contained  in  the  casing. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  required  to  see  that  no  coloring  matter 
or  dye  is  used  in  the  water  in  which  sausages  or  other  meat  food  products  are 
cooked.  The  momentary  dipping  of  sausage  in  casings  in  solutions  of  permitted 
colors  is  allowed,  provided  the  color  does  not  penetrate  the  casings. 

Inspectors  in  charge  are  directed  to  obtain  and  forward  to  the  Washington  office 
information  concerning  the  use  of  colors  for  sausage  casings  other  than  cloth  in 
establishments  under  their  supervision.  The  manner  in  which  the  coloring  mate- 
rial is  applied,  the  names  of  the  colors  used,  the  brands  of  the  sausages  to  which  the 
coloring  is  applied,  the  amount  of  sausage  sold  in  colored  casings,  and  any  other  per- 
tinent information  which  can  be  secured  should  be  reported. 

Use  of  Chemicals  in  Preparing  Meat  Food  Products.

On  two  occasions  recently  it  has  been  found  that  establishments  having  inspection 
were  adding  sulphuric  acid  to  fats  used  in  the  preparation  of  neutral  lard  or  oleo- 
margarin  without  the  knowledge  of  the  inspector  in  charge  at  the  establishment. 
As  soon  as  this  practice  was  discovered  all  of  the  product  to  which  such  acid  had 
been  added  was  condemned.  Inspectors  should  be  on  their  guard  to  prevent  the 
addition  of  any  chemicals  or  substances  to  meats  or  meat  food  products  unless  such 
substances  are  specifically  permitted  by  the  meat-inspection  regulations. 


Meat  Products  for  Interstate  Trade. 

[File  No.  141.] 

The  attention  of  the  Bureau  has  been  brought  to  the  fact  that  certain  branch 
houses,  jobbers,  and  other  wholesale  dealers  handling  inspected  and  passed  meat 
and  meat  food  products,  at  whose  establishments  processing  is  conducted  without 
federal  inspection,  sell  such  products  to  other  wholesale  dealers,  etc.,  in  the  same 
State,  who  in  turn  reship  them  in  interstate  trade.  Since  the  regulations  provide 
that  no  meat  or  meat  food  products  which  have  been  prepared  or  handled  in  any- 
wholesale  establishment  where  processing  is  conducted  without  federal  inspection 
shall  enter  interstate  trade,  inspectors  in  charge  and  others  are  directed  to  see  that 
the  regulations  are  closely  observed  in  this  respect.  The  provisions  of  the  regula- 
tions referred  to  do  not  apply  to  unmelted  fats. 

Forwarding  Specimens  for  Laboratory  Examination. 

[File  No.  75.] 

Referring  to  the  last  paragraph  of  item  headed  "Forwarding  Specimens  for 
Laboratory  Examination,"  in  Service  Announcements  of  July  15,  1910,  page  47, 
the  instructions  contained  therein  relative  to  sending  express  shipments  of  samples 
for  laboratory  examination  "collect"  are  intended  to  apply  only  to  shipments  to 
Washington.  In  case  of  an  express  shipment  of  samples  to  a  laboratory  outside  of 
Washington,  such  shipment  should  be  sent  prepaid  and  the  word  "Prepaid"  written 
in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  package. 


SUBSTANCE  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING. 

[File  No.  149.] 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Columbian  Sheep  D//>,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Columbian 
Hog  and  Cattle  Powder  Company,  Kansas  City,  Mo.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon 
to  not  more  than  73  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  this  dip  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit  the 
use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty 
required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments 
thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or 
amendments. 


LOSSES  IN  DIPPING  SHEEP. 

[File  No.  149.] 

In  view  of  the  reported  losses  of  sheep  aft?r  dipping  in  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  and 
considering  also  our  inability  to  prevent  these  losses  by  any  means  so  far  devised, 
Bureau  inspectors  will  notify  owners  of  bands  of  sheep  which  require  dipping  of  the 
fact  that  such  losses  have  occurred.  Owners  should  also  be  informed  that  the  Depart- 
ment exercises  no  compulsion  in  the  matter  of  the  particular  class  of  dip  to  be  used, 
and  that  in  so  far  as  the  Department  is  concerned  they  may  select  the  lime-and- 
sulphur,  the  tobacco-and-sulphur,  the  coal-tar  creosote,  or  the  cresol  dip,  as  they  may 
desire,  for  scab  in  sheep,  and  the  latter  two  as  disinfectants.

CONVICTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  STATE  CATTLE  QUARANTINE. 

Two  convictions  in  the  courts  for  violations  of  the  Virginia  state  cattle  quarantine 
law  have  recently  been  obtained  as  a  result  of  prosecutions  by  state  officers.  Thomas 
Lee,  of  Winterpock,  Chesterfield  County,  Va.,  was  fined  S20  and  costs  by  Magistrate 
W.  P.  Martin,  of  the  same  place,  on  July  26,  for  moving  to  his  tick-infested  pasture 
a  cow  that  was  quarantined  on  a  certain  lot  on  his  premises.  Nathan  Luck,  of  the 
same  county,  was  fined  S10  and  costs  by  Magistrate  Stephen  G.  Cowan,  of  Bon  Air, 
for  a  similar  offense.  Mr.  Luck  took  an  appeal  to  the  circuit  court,  which  affirmed 
the  magistrate's  decision.  The  outcome  in  these  cases  is  expected  to  have  a  very 
favorable  influence  on  the  work  of  tick  eradication  in  Virginia.
